THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 


Mr»  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1970c 

The  Urban  District  of  V/ymondham  covers  10,950  acres,  and 
had  an  estimated  mid-year  population  of  8,290,  an  increase 
of  480  persons  over  the  previous  yearo 

Taking  the  population  as  a  whole,  I  arn  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  to  you  once  again  that  no  calamity  of  any  serious 
magnitude  has  occurred  for  the  year  under  reviewo  Indeed, 
the  figures  presented  for  your  information  on  the  following 
pages  are  for  the  main  part  almost  identical  to  those  for 
the  previous  few  years o 

Taking  the  gradual  increase  in  population  into  account 
there  is  no  worsening  of  the  situation  of  the  public's  health 
as  foir  as  the  limitations  of  statistical  analysis  can  show  uSe 
Careful  study  will  show  an  improvement  very  occasionally  as, 
for  example,  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  over 
the  past  2  years  compared  with  previous  years c  I  think  there 
is  some  justification  in  believing  this  is  due  to  the  new 
measles  vaccine «  At  the  same  time,  one  should  recognise  that 
the  notification  of  infectious  disease  is  notoriously  haphazard* 
Particularly  is  this  the  case  for  persons  suffering  from  any 
form  of  bowel  infection  giving  rise  to  diarrhoea*  Many  of 
these  are  mild  and  do  not  come  to  the  notice  of  general 
practitioners*  Most  often  again  the  causative  culprit  of  the 
symptoms  is  in  doubt  and  they  are  not  notified*  This  makes 
the  epidemiology  of  these  diseases  a  very  inexact  science  on 
many  occasions*  However,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
standard  of  hygiene  of  food  handling  in  many  establishments 
leaves  much  to  be  desired*  Apparently  very  few  kitchen  staff 
^t  present  engaged  in  food  preparation  for  public  consumption 
are  trained  to  think  in  terms  of  bacterial  cleanliness,  which 
is  so  essential  for  sound  hygiene  methods*  Perhaps  the 
recently  introduced  courses  in  our  Technical  Colleges  on 
catering  and  hotel  management  v;ill  eventually  produce  some 
improvement  * 

New  figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  have 
been  introduced  for  your  information  follov/ing  the  ava.ilability 
of  a  vaccine  against  German  Measles*  Let  us  hope  that 
immunisation  will  result  in  the  disease  being  prevented  in 
women  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy,  when  the  mild  virus 
has  such  catastrophic  effects  on  the  developing  infant. 


One  very  disturbing  feat’ure  in  the  immunisation  figures 
is  the  very  lov;  percentage  of  babies  who  are  being  presented 
by  their  parents  for  smallpox  vaccination o  Although  I 
understand  the  figure  is  even  lower  for  some  parts  of  the 
country,  the  percentage  being  vaccinated  overall  in  Area  5 
must  bo  considered  to  have  reached  a  dangerously  low  level, 
ie  should  solicit  everyone's  co-operation  to  use  any  means 
in  their  power  to  persuade  paarents  to  have  their  children 
immunised  against  this  serious  and  very  often  fatal  disease. 
With  the  ever  increasing  movement  of  people  to  and  from  this 
country  involving  all  other  parts  of  the  world  the  passage  of 
infectious  disease  must  be  a  constant  danger.  Whereas  we 
have  considerable  protection  from  epidemics  of  cholera  and 
typhoid  by  virtue  of  our  excellent  sanitation  -and  water 
supplies,  our  only  protection  against  smallpox  -  an  air-borne 
disease  -  is  the  overall  vaccination  sta.te  of  our  population. 
The  middle  aged  and  elderly  ore  probably  almost  universally 
immune  due  to  compulsory  vaccination  in  infancy  or  in  war 
service.  This  is  largely  maintaining  a  protective  barrier 
to  younger  generations,  but  as  this  bai'rier  of  immunity  fades 
av/ay  and  is  replaced  by  a  population  only  30/o  or  40^  of  whom 
are  immune,  the  dangers  of  serious  outbreaks  of  smallpox 
must  become  ever  more  imminent.  Trying  to  persuade  people 
of  the  value  of  insurance,  even  though  it  doesn't  affect  their 
pockets,  c.an  be  most  frustrating  on  occasions. 

In  the  context  of  the  above  remarks  on  protection  against 
typhoid  and  cholera  outbreaks,  although  some  of  the  sewage 
works  a.t  times  become  overloaded  :ind  the  effluents  do  not 
strictly  conform  to  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  river 
authorities,  nevertheless  your  officers  have  done  excellent 
v;ork  in  maintaining  them  3.t  the  peak  of  their  efficiency  - 
very  often  a  difficult  and  thankless  task.  I  am  speaking 
of  the  Area,  as  a  whole,  as  none  of  us  can  live  in  isolation 
where  waste  disposal  and  water  supplies  are  concerned. 
Undoubtedly  as  the  population  grows  we  shall  require  more 
extensive  and  unified  planning  to  finance  the  provision  of  the 
ever  increasing  facilities  which  are  required. 

The  absence-  of  cat^istrophies  in  the  sphere  of  Public 
Health  should  not  lull  us  into  a  sense  of  false  security. 
Widespread  outbreaks  of  disease  are  not  only  caused  by  germs. 
Very  often  the  difficulty  of  reducing  the  suffering  caused 
by  such  outbreaks  is  to  find  a  yardstick  to  measure  their 
magnitude.  Since  by  the  nature  of  things  we  all  have  to  die 
of  something,  the  figures  relating  to  the  causes  of  death 
are  only  relevant  in  'the  context  of  the  ago  at  the  time  of 
death.  Thus  v/e  are  well  aware  that  the  deaths  which  occur 
by  accidents  in  the  house  and  on  the  roads  very  often 
involve  young  people,  and  therefore  are  rightly  treated 
with  the  utmost  seriousness  and  every  method  possible  is 
utilised  to  publicise  the  important  causative  factors.  Some 
Councils  have  formed  Health  Education  sub-committees  to  help 
propagate  such  information  to  their  own  people.  Others  have 
felt  that  such  committees  serve  no  useful  function  and 
indeed  it  must  be  confessed  that  their  usefulness  depends 
very  Largely  on  the  enthusiasm  and  imagination  of  the 
individual  members  and  co-opted  members  concerned. 


Perhaps  a  more  important  factor  than  the  numbers  who 
die  prematurely  arc  the  numbers  v;ho  survive  but  suffer 
permanent  disability »  Since  these  invariably  are  many  times 
in  excess  of. fatalities  but  being  less  dramatic  and  not 
officially  notifiable,  they  receive  scant  consideration  by 
the  public  at  large.,  I  .am  thinking  particularly  of  the 
number  of  middle  aged  people  -  predominantly  men  -  v/ho  suffer 
from  permanent  disablement  from  heart  disease  or  strokes. 

The  "Cause  of  Deaths"  from  the  Registrar  General  lists  them 
as  Ischaemic  heart  disease  and  cerebrovascular  disease 
respectively  and  these  together  a.re  the  greatest  causes  of 
death.  Both  are  due  to  degeneration  of  the  v/alls  of  blood 
vessels.  If  those  affected  were  all  old  people  they  would 
cause  no  groat  concern,  but  throe  important  factors  make  them 
extremely  notev/orthy; 

1.  They  are  the  principal  cause  of  death  in  middle  aged  men. 

2.  Those  who  die  prematurely  are  only  a  small  proportion 
of  those  who  suffer  a  terrifying  experience  from 

the  same  cause,  many  of  whom  are  permanently  disabled. 

3c  There  is  an  ever-increasing  volume  of  evidence  to 

show  that  many  cases,  if  not  completely  preventable, 
could  be  delayed  until  a  much  later  age. 

If  all  this  is  true  -  and  I  believe  it  to  bo  so  -  why, 
we  may  a.sk  ourselves,  arc  we  not  doing  something  about  it? 

The  simple  answer  is  that  a  lot  is  being  done.  All  propaganda 
media  possible  -  Press,  Radio,  Television,  arc  constantly  at 
v/ork  on  this  problem,  I  don’t  believe  that  anyone  in  this 
country  has  not  heard  that  to  be  overw^dght  is  dangerous  to 
health,  that  to  take  regular  exercise  is  bcnefici.al,  that 
smoking  cigarettes  is  harmful,  that  fattening  food  is  best 
s^voided,  but  vegetable  fat  ( particularly  polyunsaturated)  is 
less  harmful  than  animal  fats.  The  problem  is  that  the 
same  propaganda  media  alternate  this  advice  with  even  more 
forceful  propaganda  of  how  delightful  most  of  the  v/rong  things 
are’.  Jolly,  rotund  men  in  the  thirties  .and  forties  chuckle 
comfortably  when  confronted  v/ith  the  dangers  of  being 
overweight,  smoking,  etc.,  and  murmur  bravely  about  having 
to  die  of  something,  secretly  never  believing  for  one  moment 
that  it  could  happen  to  them. 

V/e  must  face  the  fact  tha.t  to  help  those  who  would 
possibly  suffer  from  disease  of  their  he^irt  or  blood  vessels 
prematurely  we  v/ould  have  to  alter  the  v/hole  v;ay  of  life  of 
people  from  their  third  decade  onwards  to  ha.ve  any  significant 
effect.  However,  I  think  it  is  important  that  v/o  should 
continue  to  churn  out  our  information  and  concentrate  on 
individual  rather  than  epidemiological  success.  Here  again. 

Health  Education  sub-committees  can  do  work  of  real  value. 

liore  exact  scientific  knowledge  for  healthy  living  in 
later  years  should  probably  start  at  school  ago,  but  it 
seems  to  me  that  this  is  still  a  very  neglected  topic  in 
our  children’s  education  -  at  least  in  a  manner  designed 
to  be  of  lasting  benefit. 


Tho  increased  scope  and  improved  grants  of  the  I969 
Housing  Act  has  enabled  many  homes  to  be  brought  up  to  a 
higher  standard  than  many  owners  could  previously  afford. 
There  is  no  single  environmental  factor  of  greater  importance 
to  the  public’s  health,  both  for  mind  and  body,  than  good 
and  adequate  housing.  V/hilst  it  is  disappointing  that  more 
people  who  could  afford  to  do  so  have  not  taken  immediate 
advantage  of  the  improved  benefits  under  the  Act,  those 
that  have  done  so  havu  been  treated  with  utmost  encouragement 
and  sympathy  by  the  members  of  this  Council.  As  witness 
to  this  is  tho  ev^r  incroo.sing  flow  of  successful 
applications.  This  leas  greatly  increased  the  v;ork  load  of 
your  officers,  which  they  have  undertaken  on  top  of  their 
other  duties  in  the  true  spirit  of  the  Act. 

In  conclusion,  Sir,  I  v/ould  like  to  express  my  deep 
appreciation  to  your  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  for 
their  never-failing  co-operation  and  ready  help,  and  you 
and  the  members  of  your  Committee  for  your  kind  encouragement 
and  sympathy  at  -'.ill  times.

During  the  year  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  2  houses  and  only  one  family 
was  rehoused.  This  rate  of  progress  can  hardly  be  considered  satisfactory. 

New  Housing  Progress 

During  the  year  209  dwellings  were  completed,  10  by  the  Council  and  199 
by  Private  Enterprise,  At  the  year  end  35  Private  and  13  Council  dv/ellings 
were  under  construction. 


The  position  with  regard  to  post-war  housing  at  the  3*1  st  December,  1970 
was  that  a  total  of  1,761  units  of  habitation  had  been  completed  and  occupied, 
13  temporary  and  427  permanent  dv;ellings  provided  by  the  Council  and  1,3^1 9 
by  private  enterprise.

A  water  supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  to  the  whole  of  the  supply 
area.  * 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  received  from  consumers  stating  the  water 
was  very  discoloured.  This  was  mainly  due  to  iron  precipitating  in  the  distribution 
system.

Where  samples  from  new  mains  were  unsatisfactory  the  mains  were  resterilised 
and  further  samples  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 

In  addition  seven  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  and  bores.

Proposed  Enlargement  of  Sev/age  Disposal  V/orks 

and  Construction  of  Relief  Outfall  Sewer 


An  investigation  was  carried  out  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  into  the  Council's  proposed  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  v/hich  was  held  at  the  Council  Offices  on  the 
7th  May  1970o 

The  proposals  provided  for  the  construction  of  sewers,  the  partial 
reconstruction  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  works  and  a  complete 
extension  thereto  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £265,400„ 

Reports  embracing  the  proposals  were  submitted  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  in  January  and  June  19^9  relating  to  the  modifications  and 
enlargement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  to  the  construction  of  the 
relief  sewer  respectively  and  a  final  report  was  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  &  Local  Government  on  21st  November  I969  by  which  time  conditions 
had  changed  so  as  to  necessitate  the  preparation  and  submission  of  a 
composite  report  providing  for  the  work  to  be  carried  out  as  one  contract 
spread  over  2  years  as  opposed  to  earlier  proposals  embraced  in  the 
separate  reports  by  which  the  v/ork  v/as  to  be  the  subject  of  a  series  of 
contracts. 

The  scheme  was  designed  to  serve  a  calculated  population  of  6,500 
being  the  estimated  resident  population  within  the  area  served  by  existing 
sewers  but  this  figure  was  nov^;  regarded  as  lovr  and  based  on  an  overall 
population  estimated  at  9,500-10,000  by  the  end  of  1970  it  v;as  considered 
that  the  flov/  to  the  works  upon  their  completion  was  likely  to  equal  their 
full  design  capacity. 

Storm  v/ater  tanks  to  a  capacity  of  110,000  galls.  v;ere  included  as 
part  of  the  treatment  plant  but  the  quantity  of  storm  water  gaining  access 
to  the  foul  sewerage  system  had  not  been  accurately  determined  and  it  was 
aJ-so  not  clear  as  to  whether  this  capacity  at  the  outfall  or  the  capacity 
of  the  outfall  sewers  would  be  adequate  to  carry  the  volume  (.nvisaged. 

The  Inspector  in  making  his  report  called  for  further  technical 
information  on  the  proposals  and  in  particular  the  effect  the  new  cut-off 
sewer  was  likely  to  have  on  the  flov;  in  the  old  sewer,  the  extent  to  which 
recirculation  could  be  increased  and  the  retention  of  the  storm  tank. 

Revised  proposals  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  v;hich  increased  the 
capacity  of  the  inlet  and  recirculation  figures  together  with  an  enlargement 
of  the  sedimentation  and  humus  tanks  were  accepted  and  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  for  approval.  It  was  not  anticipated 
that  any  difficulty  would  arise  in  maintaining  the  old  sev;er  as  self 
cleansing. 

A  letter  dated  4th  November  197t5  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  &  Local  Government  approving  in  principle  these  proposals  and 
authorising  the  invitation  of  tenders. 

On  receiving  the  above  approval  the  Consulting  Engineeis  stated  they 
would  give  priority  to  the  preparation  of  drawings  and  contract  documents 
with  a  view  to  inviting  tenders  in  the  Spring  of  197'1» 
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Sewerage  System 


A  survey  and  investigation  into  Surface  V/ater  infiltration  to  the  foul  sewers 
is  in  progress.  First  reports  indicate  that  several  Estates  are  involved. 
Infiltration  is  mainly  from  roofs,  yards  etc.  being  run  into  house  gullies 
where  there  is  no  surface  water  sewer  available  but  there  is  also  infiltration 
from  leaking  manholes  and  defective  drains  etc. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  the  foul  sewer  overflowed  from  a  manhole 
under  the  Station  Road  railway  bridge.  It  was  felt  that  this  was  aggravated  by  the 
surcharging  of  the  main  sewer  in  the  valley  of  the  River  Tiffey.  \Vhilst  this 
section  of  sewer  has  a  very  slack  fall  the  proposed  cut  off-sewer  v/ill  relieve 
the  situation  conciderably. 

A  blockage  in  the  main  sev/er  at  Ethel  Gooch  Road  revealed  that  the  foul  drainage 
from  a  number  of  houses  was  connected  to  the  surface  water  sewer.  The  houses 
were  re-connected  to  the  foul  sewer  and  the  surface  v/ater  sewer  docludged  and  cleaned. 


Sewerage  Laboratory  Service 

The  above  Laboratory  which  was  set  up  at  Attleborough  to  analyse  sewage 
effluent  and  other  samples  including  an  advisory  service  on  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  sewage  disposal  works  has  provided  a  satisfactory  service  During 
the  year  under  review  it  was  decided  to  transfer  the  Laboratory  facilities  from 
Attleborough  to  Norwich  subject  to  agreement  on  the  apportioned  costs  payable  by 
participating  Authorities  including  the  County  Authority. 

Spooner  Row  Sewerage 

The  question  of  providing  a  sevK'rage  scheme  for  the  ■’.diode  community  at 
Spooner  Row  was  given  consideration  and  it  was  resolved  that  it  would  not  be 
possible  at  economic  cost  within  the  foreseeable  future  to  provide  an  independent 
sewerage  systeih  for!  this  liniited-luimber  of  dv/ellings. 

The  small  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Spooner  Row  provided  for  the  Council  Houses 
at  School  Lane  and  Station  Road  is  not  at  present  providing  a  satisfactory  effluent 
and  it  is  proposed  to  reconstruct  these  works  in  conjunction  with  the  modernisation 
of  houses  at  Spooner  Row. 

Cesspools 

The  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  empties  cesspools  when  necessary  within 
the  Urban  District.  The  Rural  District  Council  charges  £3  load. Where  no  sewer 
is  available  the  Council  has  aillowed  one  free  emptying  per  year  and  in  other  cases 
the  full  cost  of  £3  is  recovered  from  the  person  requiring  this  service. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  18  cu.  yd.  Dual  Tip  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  with  Packet  Plate,  purchased 
in  October  19^7  has  given  good  service  during  the  year.  The  above  vehicle 
collects  most  of  the  domestic  refuse  within  the  town  and  some  of  the  trade  refuse. 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  in  the  town  area  and  a 
fortnightly  collection  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district.  The  rural  parts  of 
the  district  are  collected  by  a  Contractor,  and  the  weekly  collection  on  the  Lizard 
is  also  carried  out  by  a  Contractor  as  the  refuse  vehicle  is  too  large  to  go  under 
the  Lizard  Bridge,  also  some  trade  refuse  is  collected  by  a  Contractor.

The  possibility  of  extending  the  nightsoil  collection  to 
the  outlying  areas,  i.e.  Spooner  Row,  Suton,  Silfield  and 
Downham  was  given  consideration.  It  was  decided,  having 
regard  to  the  number  of  houses  likely  to  be  modernised  in  the 
near  future,  that  this  question  should  be  left  in  abeyance. 

Trade  refuse  is  collected  and  a  charge  made  of  5d  in  the 
pound  of  the  Rateable  Value  of  the  premises  concerned. 

Domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s 
Stray ground  Lane  tip.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  as 
and  when  suitable  covering  material  is  available . 

An  arrangement  in  operation  in  the  previous  year,  whereby 
a  local  contractor  kept  the  refuse  tip  tidy  and  levelled  the 
top  at  least  once  a  week,  was  terminate. d  by  the  Contractor. 

The  Council  was  able  to  make  an  arrangement  with  another 
contractor  using  a  much  larger  bulldozer,  the  top  being 
levelled  once  every  three  weeks .
